Washington, March ti. — Congress 
will adjourn within the next six weeks, 
said a member of the house to the 
American Pres* today.

tioned, but in nearly every case they ex­ 
pressed the belief that it would be im ­ 
possible to restrain the majority of the 
members when the report of the oourt 
of inquiry into the Maine disaster was 
made public. 
They point out that Mr. 
Proctor’s speech in the senate not only 
corroborates the most horrifying state­ 
ments made by any of the members 
called “jingoes,” but paints the condi­ 
tion of the recon ce n t radoe# in a much 
more deplorable stat* and all adm it 
Mutt in the interest of humanity some­ 
thing should be dona. 
“ No,” said one, 
“if congress is in -esdon, which it will 
be when the Maine oourt makes its re­ 
port, you can my it will not adjourn un­ 
til it takes moat decisive action regard­ 
ing Cuba.”

Madrid, March 21.—Referring to the 
“slauap” in Spanish fours, The Liberal 
says: 
“ The real origin is to be found in the 
prominent state of alarm under which 
the Spanish and American people have 
lived few some time, In the tension of 
mind both endure, in the cloud of sus­ 
picion with which they are surrounded, 
in the feverish excitement which leads 
them to take precautions against a rup­ 
ture and in the angry restlessness which 
pervades all unknown dangers. 
Step 
by step, almost unconsciously, we and 
they have reached a state of armed 
peaoe, uot less ruinous and probably 
more demoralizing than actual war. 
While things continue in this position 
we may at each step expect similar falls 
In fours without the access!te of a con­ 
crete fact bringing them about. Undoubt­ 
edly our relations with the United 
States are daily accommodating them ­ 
selves to the strict dictates of prudence 
sud diligence; but, does the government 
really believe that the nation can, w ith­ 
out saffering irredeemable loss, put up 
for a few m onths more with this an­ 
guishing indecision aud enervating un­ 
certainty?” 
The liberal is of the opinion that the 
“clouds continue to gather.” 
It adds: 
“ A fresh cause of alarm about which 
much is said, but little is known, was 
added Saturday. 
It is rumored that the 
Bauk of France has threatened our gov­ 
ernment, demanding that it shall settle 
the question of payment (auxilios) to 
the railway companies within a fixed 
time. 
It is added that Senor Leon y 
Castillos’ visit to Madrid is connected 
with this m atter.”

We do not wish to admit it, nor 
even to think it, for if the day shoald 
come when war is inevitable and the 
present government tranquility turns 
out to be neglect and want of foresight, 
then the foreign question will be as 
nothing compared to the homo one 
started in our midst. 
As we have al­ 
ready pointed out, the most dangerous 
thing which can happen is that the na­ 
tion should Imagine the government is 
neglecting either the defense of our 
houor or our interests. 
For that will 
leave the road open for some ambitious 
man who lias a name or a political party 
of some strength.”

The City Has Never H alted Since It Was 
First Fairly Started. 
Ernest Ingersoll w rites a paper on the 
Greater N ew York, entitled “ Reasoning 
O ut a M etropolis,” for St. N icholas. 
Mr. Ingersoll says: 
T he people of N ew York, Brooklyn, 
Staten Island and certain nearby north­ 
ern tow ns resolved to join them selves 
together into one city, w hich is now the 
Greater N ew York. 
It embraces 841 
square m iles of territory aud includes a 
population of nearly 8,400,000. 
Besides these at least another m illion 
d w ell on the New- Jersey side of the 
Hudson 
river, quite as near and ai 
closely identified w ith the great city on 
M anhattan Island as are those of the 
northern and eastern 
sn bur ba 
This 
m akes a population of nearly 4,500,000 
w hich may be said to belong to N ew 
York, making it not only by far the 
largest center of banian life and inter­ 
ests in Am erica, but, excepting only 
Loudon, the m ost populous spot on the 
globe. 
How has it happened that this vast 
city has grown up where it stands? 
W hy did not the American metropolis 
arise som ewhere else? Is its position all 
an accident, or does history show sound 
reasons for its situation? The earliest 
settlem ent hero w as merely a trading 
station that gradually became a sm all 
seaport, like a dozen others along the 
coast. 
Before the year 1700 these were 
so nearly alike that be would have been 
a w ise prophet w ho truly foretold w hich 
w ould thrive. 
Indeed many meu of that 
day firmly believed that N ew port and 
A nnapolis were to be the tw o great 
Am erican seaports. 
Great cities arise at the points where 
the greatest number of people find it 
convenient to m eet at first for busine*? 
and later for pleasure. You cannot force 
a oity to grow in an uuuatur;} or unsuit­ 
able situation, aud it is no easier to pre­ 
vent a city from grow ing in its propel 
place. B ut the conditions that change a 
villa g e into a big tow n and expand the 
tow n into a city or m etropolis are -cot 
tho same in different parts of the globe 
and vary w ith the march of the cen­ 
turies; 
so that now many an ancient 
w orld market, lik e N ineveh or Mom* 
phis, has totally 
disappeared, w hile 
tow ns like B erlin have lately increased 
w ith amazing rapidity, after a long his­ 
tory as sm all aud insignificant places. 
A s for N ew York, it has never halted 
or gone backward for a m om ent since 
it w as fairly started on its career in 
1028.

The earliest 
settlement hero was merely a trading 
station that gradually became a small 
seaport, like a dozen others along the 
coast. 
Before the year 1700 these were 
so nearly alike that he would have been 
a wise prophet who truly foretold which 
would thrive. Indeed many men of that 
day firmly believed that Newport aud 
Annapolis were to be the two great 
American seaports. 
Great cities arise at the points where 
the greatest number of people find it 
convenient to meet at first for business 
and later for pleasure. You cannot force 
a city to grow in an nnnatunj} or unsuit­ 
able situation, and it is no easier to pre­ 
vent a city from growing in its propel 
place. But the conditions that change a 
village into a big town and expand the 
town into a city or metropolis are *iot 
the same in different parts of the globe 
and vary with the march of the cen­ 
turies; so that now many an ancient 
world market, like Nineveh or Mem* 
phis, has totally 
disappeared, while 
towns like Berlin have lately increased 
w ith anmziug rapidity, after a long his­ 
tory as small and insignificant places. 
As for New York, it has never halted 
or gone back wan! for a moment rim* 
it was fairly started on its career in 
1628.
